Reasons for Allowance 

16. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 
discloses a nucleic acid encoding the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 (Rivolta et al.; cited in previous 
Office Actions), the Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to the nucleic 
acid of SEQ ID N0:2. The polynucleotide of Rivolta et al. comprises one mismatch at position 462 of 
SEQ ID NO: 2. Therefore, claims 14, 21-36 and 38 directed to the nucleic acid of SEQ ID NO:2, vectors 
comprising said nucleic acid, a host cell transformed with said vectors, a process for producing different 
chemical compounds with a transformed cell comprising the nucleic acid of SEQ ID NO: 2, and a 
method of recombinantly producing the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 using a host cell transformed with 
the nucleic acid of SEQ ID NO: 2 are allowable over the prior art of record.
